The first ■ 
black male got WEED into a face down position on the rug in 
the hall, weed's feet were toward the living room and he was 
facing toward the front door. WEED advised he could partially 
see into the kitchen and could sea only a part of HEARST. 

WEED advised that HEARST was wearing a blue terrycloth bath- 
robe which was given to her fot Christmas by her father. Mr. 
HEARST had purchased the robe from I, Magnin Department Store. 
HEARST had a pair of underpants only under her bathrobe. The 
rchs was a light blue color and was full length. WEED seems 
to, recall PATTY was barefoot, as this was definitely a habit 
of hers. IIEAPET did not wear glasses or contact lenses. There 
v^as nothing unusual about HEARST's hair at this time. WEED 
seems to recall that HEARST changed in^o her' robe before dinner 
v/hidi was , customary for her. \ 


WEED stated he could hear HEARST whimpering in the 
kitchen v.’ith the other male. During this\ time the female 
individual, who was white, was going about the apartment 
gathering iip things and seemed to be in charge of looking 
around. The individual must have tied up HEARST in the. kitchen 
according to-WEED. During the entire incident, the three in- 
dividuals said almost nothing to each other and when they spoke 
thev did so in undertones and no names were ever mentioned.

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WEED stated the female was obviously unfamiliar with the * 
apartni'ent; as she was" very uncertain as to where she 
should 'look for certain things. HEED remarked that they 
■ obvious:^ had a plan of some type. 

^EED stated that he was on the floor immediately 
after they ’^^tered the apartment, and only saw the black 
indi vidua I ace for approximately two seconds. WEED was 

given the im^ession that the rifle was pointed down. He . . 

advised that roe tried to get his head up^so he could see 
and the black male began kicking his face with the toe of 
his shoe,. WEED Stated that his shoes appeared to be high 
'"r:-- laced boots, ei this r mil i*t ary or hiking boots of some kind. ' ' 
ife advised the male kept kicking hiia-^and asked, "Where's 
the safe?" V^sn told there was nong,.. the black male still 
kept kicking WE£D,-aL3 if to make sure that he^was not lying,. 

'weed advised^that he never talked to anyone ra- 
V garding a safe, or possibly obtaining one. He did think 
that possibly the phrase was a slang term of some type, 

WEED stated that they never kept large amounts, of cash 
around the apartment. WEED stated that the three individuals 
were very authoritarian about the incident and appeared to 
have military training. WEED felt the black individual, 
enjoyed kicking him and .kicked him in a very deliberate manner 
as if to intimidate WEED, making sure he was not lying. WEED 
assumed that it was the girl who took HEAHST’s wallet. WEED 
. stated that the kidnapers also took his wallet. 

After the' black individual finished kicking WEED, 
he began tying WEi^D's hands behind his back with some type 
of nylon rope, ^Jiist as WEED'S hands. were being tied behind 
his back, a neighbor, STEVE. S tJEN A GA , was dragged into the 
apartment and Jthrown next^tcT WEED, just like you would throw 
a sack of potatoes. WEED advised that four or five Orientals 
reside in thd^ apartment across from their apartment, however, 
ha was unable to recognize SUENAGA at that particular time. 
After the\#threq SUENAGA on the floor,, they tied him up also. 
’WEED car i:ot recall whether or not both he and SUENAGA were 
: tied up^simultaneously or whether WEED was tied first. The 
black male did not leave WEED alone at any time. 
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The individuals slopped talking about money aiid ' , ' 
the saf'.'i and WEED remembers someone saying, "Stop struggling 
cr 1*11 have to knock you out". The female sai^> "They’ve 
seen ns, have to get rid of them".

At about that time IVEED advised he was clubbed 
over the head by a wine bottle. WEED expressed some sur- 
prise as to tte fact that the bottle did not break. The 
only sound WE ED^ remembers hearing was a metallic bolt sound 
of the rifle, ^ED thought he was losing consciousness, as 
he felt ve^ dazOd. He was hit three times by the wins bottle 
'.T -and then his head\fell to the side emd he was hit a fourth 
time, ht that point, they had not hit the neighbor, WEED 
then leaped to his feet and started running around the livina 
room and yelling as loud as he could. He stated his glasses 
lied fallen off and he was trying to dodge them and even con- 
sidered jumping out through the sliding glass door. WEED 
stated that when he leaped to his feet he may have possibly 

hit the black man who was standing or kneeling right behind 
him. 


WEED advised that he felt the individuals did not 
intend to kill him, as idiey could have shot at him but did, 
not, As soon as WEED began running around the apartment, the 
three individuals were getting HEARST out of the apartment and 
left SLiEHAGA on the floor in the hallway. WEED stated he was 
sure that tlie three of them left at that time. 


WEED advised he went to the back door and tried to 
get it open. He advised he most likely pulled his bindings 
off his hands - just before opening the back door. He stated 
lie was not tied very securely. WEED advised the bindings 
were of medium thickness, nylon. or cotton cord. He stated 
they ^ certainly had not tied him very well, WEED continued, 
stating that he was able to get the back door open. At that 
point he left the apartment and remembers jumping over at 
less t ^ tl’.r ee fences in the backyard. He seems to have regained 
cons cioti^^ ness at this point and realized that the individuals 
were not cliasing him. At this time he was approximately two 
liouses south on Benvenua, He did not see any lights on and 
.went oyer a fourth fence. During the escape he heard. nothing, 
shots being fired. Once over the -fourth fence, 
he cut back through a large yard and went through the gate. 

He e.'iierged on Parker Street, the first street north of their 
residence. He began banging on the first door he came to but 
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pho one answered. Finally, a voice asked what he WMted and ' 
he ask^d them to call the police. At this point WEED noticed 
a police car going toward what he assiimed was the get away 
direction, up Parker, at a f2ist rate of speed. 

WEED stated he tiien ran over to the corner of 
Parker a:td Ben venue where a large crowd had gathered. Most 
of his np-ightora were there, including JERRY and DIT^E, 
his next door neighbors, who called the police when WEED'S / 
apartment had been burglarized. JERRY noticed that WEED 
was bleeding, and tried to get WEED to lie down. At that 
point WEED back to tjie apartment. He thinks an official 
-• of some type was there, but does not remember a police uniform. 
WEED advised someone was giving orders at ‘this time. 

WEED then ascertained they had dragged HEARST off 
with themi WEED was then made to lie down in the living 
room near the rug, which accounts for the large pool of blood 
that was discovered at that location. WEED feels that he 
was responsible for splashing blood on various items of ' 
furnitura and pictures. 

Prior to the three individuals arriving ^t their 
apartment, WEED could not recall either he or PATTY HEARST 
having left the apartment for any reason. He was pretty sure ' 
they did not go out at all. . WEED could not recall receiving 
■ any telephone calls that night at all. He did state, however, 
that both his and HEARST's cars were parked outside during the 
entire evening. 

When asked how he felt toward the establishment and 
the HEARST wealth, WEED furnished the following information: ^ 

He -stated that both FATTY HEARST and he were quite 
apolitical in that sense. He felt that they were very con- 
servatix'o;/ they both voted for MC GOVERN and for the BAtLEY 
recall. ;‘fhey voted almost entirely across the slate for pro- 
gressive-measures on the ballot. He stated they both hate

in the name R.A. HilARST had been located by a member of the 
Foster's Restaurant cleaning force taped to the side of a 
sanitary napkin disposal container located in the women's 
restroom of Foster's Restaurant.
